S. Lucy O’Conner has recently found 
her one-thousandath ‘missing’ graduate

S. Lucilda O'Connor, director of 
Alumni outreach, last week succeed- 
ed in finding her one thousandth lost 
alum. ‘Jeanne Genoar Colmery sent 
us a wedding announcement, but 
didn't give an address, so | puton my 
sleuthing cap and went to work,” 
said O'Connor. The professor 
emerita of Spanish spends several 
days a week locating alumni who 
have lost touch with their alma mater. 

After teaching for 40 years in the 
Spanish department, retiring in 1984, 
O’Connor took on the job of writing 
to former students who reside out- 
side the U.S. ‘One day S. Therese 
Mackin opened a drawer and show- 
ed me a stack of cards listing alums 
who had lost contact with Clarke over 
the years, and | couldn't resist the 
challenge,” she said. 

O'Connor said she starts by call- 
ing parents, relatives or friends of the 
former students. ‘Once in a while 
someone will be indignant, but most 
are very nice. | explain that I’m not 
being nosy or soliciting funds, but 
just anxious to share Clarke news 
and news of their former 
classmates,”’ she said. 

O'Connor said it’s a real challenge 
to keep track of alums in today’s fast- 
paced society. where. people move 


around frequently... remacy,.or ga’ 


back to using their maiden names. 

Alumni Director, Margaret Kolck 
says O'Connor is a real asset to her 
office. ‘When former students think 
back to their college days, it’s not so 
much the actual buildings that come 
to mind, but the friends they made 


and the relationships they formed 
with teachers. S. Lucy is one of those 
teachers who had a profound effect 
on her students,"’ she said. 


Kolck, who is also a former student 
of O'Connor's said that.O’Connor 
seems to have a special knack for 
tracking people. down. ‘‘Sometimes 
it can get a little sticky when en- 
countering ex-spouses on the phone, 
but when tactful diplomacy is called 
for, Lucy has it," she said. 

“‘Lremember one man who began 
to laugh when | asked to speak to the 
person | was looking for,’’ said 
O'Connor. ‘‘Startled, | asked why he 
was laughing. He finally composed 
himself and said, ‘She hasn’t lived 
here for seven years.’’’ O’Connor 
said that by the time she hung up, 
the ex-husband had apologized and 
was very obliging, giving her the 
name of someone who finally helped 
put her in touch with the former 
Clarke student. O’Connor said some 
former students are shocked when 
she calls. 


“Many students come back to 
Clarke just to visit Lucy,” said Kolck. 
“The love and closeness they feel 
toward her is very apparent.”’ Kolck 
said a former student who heard that

Tringale: ‘Writing up friends isn’t easy’

_ Politics and the quest for power 
often invade institutions, even small, 
Catholic colleges, and prevent peo- 
ple from from fulfilling their duties. In 
the wake of the proposed Clarke- 
Loras consolidation, some students 
claim to have witnessed an ad- 
ministrative change toward hard-line 
tactics. One person who tries to re- 
main uneffected is Mary Josita Hall 
Residence Director Paul Tringale. 
Tringale sees Clarke from several 
angles. Many students live on cam- 
pus or are employed by the college, 
but Tringale’s role as R.D. involves 
added responsibility. As R.D., there 
are times when he must ignore the 
whims of the currently-fashionable 
social. cliques and exercise his 
authority over the students. 

_‘‘l haven't had much trouble. In- 
cidents reported to me have includ- 
ed party, noise and visitation viola- 
tions. It's not easy writing up friends, 
but sometimes it has to be done. The 
point of writing up someone is to 
teach them not to repeat a mistake, 
but you have to be careful to be fair,” 
Tringale said. 


_ Tringale was not the person Clarke: 


had originally chosen to be the R.D. 
of Mary Jo. “The man who was first 
chosen for the position sent a 
telegram on the day he was suppose 
to arrive, which said he no longer 
wanted the job. | had worked over 
the summer as an intern in the stu- 
dent development office. Getting the 
R.D. job was a matter of being in the 
right place at the right time.” 
Tringale did have experience 
through his internship and as an R.A. 





last year. Because of the time and 
responsibility involved, . Tringale 
receives free board and room and 
$1000 per semester.: 


As a senior communication major, 
who will graduate in December, 
Tringale is preoccupied with the task 
of finding employment. He will con- 
tinue to serve as R.D. during the se- 
cond semester, but hopes to even- 
tually find a job in Chicago or his 
hometown of St Louis. 


The thought of leaving Dubuque 
pleases Tringale. He finds Dubuque 
too small and misses the variety of 
things to doin St. Louis. ‘‘One of the 
first things | noticed after transfer- 
ring to Clarke was the prejudice in 
Dubuque. | don’t understand the way 
Dubuquers think. It’s not easy for 
them to accept others who are 
different. 


Tringale, who is in his fifth 
semester at Clarke, transferred from 
St. Louis’ Cardinal Newman College, 
which closed due to financial pro- 
blems. ‘I had friends in Dubuque 
who got me interested in Clarke. The 

. first year | was offered a nice finan- 
cial aid package and was able to play 
soccer. Things have changed now,”’ 
said Tringale. 


Smalt Catholic schools are nothing 
new to Tringale. His high school 
graduating class at St. Louis 
Preparatory Seminary South con- 
sisted of 18 students. It was a 
specialized school which prepared 
students for the priesthood. One of 


tne least popular rules was one 
which discouraged students from 





dating the same girl more than once. 
If a student insisted on dating the 
same girl twice, his enrollment was 
terminated. 

“| just went there because | didn’t 
know what | wanted to do. It’s 
strange, but most of the guys | 
graduated with are now married or 
serving in the military,”’ said 
Tringale. . 

Tringale’s fiancee, Carol Templin, 
plays a large role in his life but also 
creates an unusual situation, since 
she is an R.A. in Mary Jo. “I have to 
set aside our personal relationship 
when we we work together. | try to be 
especially fair when | hear a dispute 
between Carol and someone else.”’ 


“It's ridiculous for people to think 
that we are out for some kind of 
school domination. The Grapevine 
called us the Dynamic Duo. At first 
it didn't bother me, but then | thought 
that even if it’s an opinion 
newspaper, it should still try to print 
the truth.” 


“{ thought the skit about me in the 
Freshman Thank You was funny, but 
I'd like to let everyone know that 
Carol doesn’t run my life.” 


For the time being, Tringale’s big- 
gest dilemma is the pressure of 
graduation. Soon he will have to turn 
in a portfolio of his work to be review- 
ed by the faculty in the communica- 
tion department. “I have worked on 
the Courier and The Witness and 
have plenty of material, but it's a 
matter of getting it together." 


As Tringale prepares to leave 
Clarke, he described his one wish for 


the future. ‘| hope they decide on the 
consolidation soon. Then I'll know

The visitation policy entorced in the 
dormitories seems to be more of a 
curfew policy separating the sexes to 
these students. 

Students also have developed this 
curfew philosophy after the ad- 
ministration chose to shorten the 
hours of the student union this fall. 
Administration believed the union 
wasn't receiving enough business to 
maintain full operating hours. 


The other major change with the 
union is the fact that alchohol can no 
longer be served . Students had a say 
in this matter and were well aware of 
the impact of this decision, which 
meant that there would no longer be 
a place, outside of a students room, 
to have alchohol. 

Some student believe that with the 
changes in the union, there is no 
longer a place on Clarke's campus to 
congregate.

proposed, in the Spring of 1987, a

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Three Clarke alums assist missionary 
at St. Boneventure Indian School

Father Douglas A. McNeill, anda 
very dedicated corps of full-time lay 
missionaries labor each day to bring 
the presence of Christ to native 
Americans and to restore to 
American Indians pride in 
themselves and in their culture. 

St. Bonaventure Indian Mission 
School, which is situated in Thoreau, 
New Mexico, is where McNeill, his 
staff, and three Clarke alums work 
hard to see to it that the American In- 
dians do not lose hope in themselves 


@ and their culture. 


The three women who graduated 
with the class of 1987, are all serv- 
ing as full-time Mission Volunteers. 
Ellen Roche, who graduated with a 


f degree in accounting, is bookkeeper; 


Beverly Gansemer teaches 


"kindergarten and Caryn Cross 


teaches English. After seeing first 
hand the poverty that is prevalent on 
the Eastern Navajo reservation, they 
couldn’t believe that this exists in 
America. 

“IT never dreamed of the conditions 
I'd find here, you cannot believe the 
conditions some American Indians 
live in,"’ said Gansemer. 





The three graduates compare the 
reservation to an emerging third 
world nation. There are primitive 
homes (hogans) scattered through- 
out the remote areas of the region. 
The hogans have dirt floors, and 
these dwellings have no water, so 
water barrelss are common outside 
the hogans. Many 55-gallon drums 
that have been converted to stoves, 
are used for cooking and heating the 
one-room quarters. There is no elec- 


trical power close to these hogans. 
these hogans. 


“The poverty here is 
Cross. 


Gansemer describes portions of 
the reservation as ‘‘like the ghetto in 
a rural setting.”’ The graduates join- 
ed the Mission's full-time Volunteer 
Corps after learning about Mission 
Director McNeill’s dedication to help- 
ing ease the hardships of Indian 
families through his committment to 
Catholic education, a network of 
Outreach Programs, water delivery, 
Meals on Wheels, community din- 
ners, and clothing and food distribu- 
tion. St. Bonaventure received 
statewide recognition as recipient of

As teachers, Cross and Gansemer 
have had the opportunity to see how 
a school environment can make a 
difference in the lives of their Indian 
students where the emphasis is on 
caring. Most of the tuition expenses 
have been waived for many of the 
students, as their families’ have dire 
financial circumstances. 


Roche, in her position, has 
become acutely aware of how 
dependent St. Bonaventure is able 
to stretch a dollar, and how they stay. 
above water every month. 


Christmas is an especially wor- 
risome time for the Volunteer Corps. 
There is a possibility that the Mission 
won't be able to put on its annual 
Community Christmas Dinner and 
that there will be no visit from the 
Mission's Santa for children of im- 
poverished homes. Gansemer hopes 
“that the Mission will receive enough 
gifts for us to be able to make 
Christmas special for the needy 
families here, especially the old 
folk.”’

Registration and grading changes 
for 87-88 have both pros and cons —

Pre-registration was held Wednes- 
day, ,Dec.2, in room 130 GBH. Ifyou | 
were unable to register, simply return 
your adviser signed registration form 
to the registrars office and it will be 
processed as soon as possible. 

‘Registering for classes is much 
easier with the on-line pre- 
registration than the old process of 
going from table to table and signing 
up for each class. 

“Speaking from an_upper- 
classman's point of view, the ad- 
visors at Clarke are extremely 
helpful. The teachers treat you as an 
individual rather than a number. 
They really care about you and your 
future,’’ said senior Bob Graham. “'I 
found the best way to make out my 
schedule and plan for my future at 
Clarke was to make out a four-year- 
plan. The advisers job is to help 
guide the students in their schooling. 
With the schedule already decided, 
the advisor has an easier time with 
his or her job.”" 

Graham said he likes the new on- 
line pre-registration process. but 
misses standing in line talking with 
other students about what courses 
they were taking. ‘ 

The process by. which Clarke 
determines tuition payments on 17 
credit hours per semester is a con- 
cern for some students and needs 
revision. The college bills students 
for 17 credit hours when most 
students can only take 15, since 
many majors don't offer two credit 
courses, If a student takes 18 credit 
hours, they are billed an additional 
$195 for the extra credit. 

Students are losing $390 a 
semester in tuition payments for

Clarke established a new grading 
policy this year that may effect some 
students this semester. Students that : 
attended Clarke before the 1987-88 
school year believed they would be 
graded on a regular A through F 
system and receive a grade point 
average that coincided with this 


. system. 


As’ of the 1987-88 school year, 
things have changed. Clarke in- 
stituted a new policy which awards 


‘ pluses and minuses in the students’ ° - 


grade point average. This well atfect 
many students grades both positively 
and negatively. 


“My only concern is for the 
negative side of the this system. 
which will lower my standing grade 
point average in my senior year . 
Since | first enrolled at Clarke, | ex- . 
pected to be graded on the system 
| was graded on from the very begin- 
ning. This should continue through 
my senior year at Clarke. The new 
grading policy should only start wiih 
the current freshmen class. This 
would coincide with the new gradua- 
tion requirements that were added 
this year,"’ said Graham.
